11,000 Head of 
Livestock Vie 
For Cash Awards 


CHICAGO UP) — Competi- 


tion for farmland's highest 
awards started today at the 
International Livestock Ex- 
position with nearly 11,000 
head of livestock on exhibi- 
tion. Some $120,000 in cash 
prizes will be awarded exhib- 
itors during the show's week- 
long run. 


Exhibitors from 37 states and 


Canada—and one from Germany— 
have entered some 5,600 cattle, 
2,600 sheep, 1,600 hogs and 1,050 
horses, as well as hundreds ot 
samples of grains, in the 54th an- 
nual event. 


All Pens Filled 


Farm animals filled every avail- 


able pen and stall in the huge In 
tcnmtional Amphitheater and over- 
flowed into open pens in the ad 
jacent Union Stock Yards as judg 
ing got under way. Selection of 
prize animals will continue through 
Wednesday, with sales, scheduled 
to commence Thursday. The ex- 
position winds up Dec. 5. 


High point of the big farm show 


is selection of the grand champion 
steer — catUedom's most coveted 
award — on Tuesday. In addition, 
judges will pick a grand champion 
barrow hog and a grand champion 
pen of wether lambs Monday or 
Tuesday. 


Grain Judged 


In the show's hay and grain divi- 


sion, judges already were combing 
hundreds of samples, seeking the 
most nearly perfect specimens of 
wheat, corn, oats, rye, barley soy- 
beans and other farm grown prod- 
ucts. 


Judging in the show's junior 


feeding contest was today with 386 
farm boys and girls from 15 states 
competing for top awards in cat- 
tle, sheep and swine. 


Of 509 baby steers brought to the 


show by junior exhibitors, 300 re- 
mained in competition after Fri- 
day's preliminary culling and sale. 


From the remaining 300 steers, 


Dr. A. D. Weber of Kansas State 
College, the chief steer judge -for 
the sixth consecutive year, will 
pick a junior champion steer from 
the three competing breeds—Here- 
ford, Shorthorn and Aberdeen-An- 
gus. 


Competes In Opcn% 


The winner will be eligible to 


compete in the open classes, start- 
ing Monday, for the grand cham- 
pion steer award. 


Last year's g r a n d champion 


steer, a bulky 1,100 pound Short- 
horn, was shown by Ohio State 
University. The steer, Ohio's Lead- 
er 2nd, brought only $4.55 a pound 
when it was sold at auction, the 
lowest price since 1944 when the 
grand champion sold at $4.50 a 
pound. 
The shov record for a 


rand champion is $12 a pound, 


paid in 1950.

At- Jim Downey's Saloon 


DUN LAOGHAIRE, Ireland MV-It was all peaceful in front of Jim 


Downey's pub on upper Georges Street today—yet somehow it wasn't 
the same. 


The world's longest strike officially ended. 


Missing—and missed, too—were 


the pickets who have paraded in 
front of the saloon for nearly 15 
years. 


They were inside at the bar 


knocking back a few. 


Among the sentimental Irish in 


this little hamlet outside Dublin 
the truce .touched d e e p 1 y—and' 
more than one regular customer 
wondered aloud what "Old .Jim" 
Downey, the late owner, would 
have thoufht. 


The settlement of the dispute- 


not of money but principle—was 
reached between Pat Neville, who 
bought the pub when Downey died, 
and the National Union of Vint- 
ners, Grocers and Allied Trades 
Assistants Union. 


The strike began in March, 1939, 


when "Old Jim" , fired a union 
bartender. 


The union called out all the other 


bartenders and set up a picket 
line. 


This only made "Old Jim" more 


stubborn. 


He hired pretty non-union bar- 


maids ' instead—and business 
seemed to prosper. 


"Old Jim" bore no bitterness. 


And 
the 
pickets—paid 
by 
the 


union—held no hard feelings to- 
ward him personally. 


Com* ft. holiday—or any duly 


festive occasion—"Old Jim" 
al- 


ways invited the strikers in for a 
drink. But good trade unionists that 
they were, the pickets always re- 
fused to go inside the pub. How- 
ever, they were not beyond accept- 
ing a pint of beer even as they 
marched outside carrying their 
placards protesting "Old Jim" 
was unfair to organized labor.

died quietly Friday 


night of pneumonia. He was 
65. 


The playwright, a Nobel Prize 


winner 
and 
three-time 
Pulitzer 


Prize winner in literature, had 
roamed the world for material un- 
til recent years, when he was 
stricken by Parkinson's disease. 
That allmcnt-i-a form of palsy- 
gradually cut down his activities 
until writing became impossible. 


Wife at Side 


At his bedside at his home Friday 


night were his third wife, the for- 
mer Carlotta Monterey, his physi- 
cian, Dr. Harry L. Kozol, and his 
nurse. Dr. Kozol said death was 
caused by bronchial pneumonia. 


High point in his long career 


was in 3936 when he was awarded 
the Nobel Prize in literature. The 
award committee did not cite any 
particular work but O'Neill con- 
sidered his play "Mourning Be- 
comes Electra" a strong factor 
in the choice. 


That prize was only one of the 


many honors won by the prolific 
playwright, who had more than 
two score plays produced. His Pu- 
litzer Prizes were for "Beyond the 
Horizon," 1920; "Anna Christie," 
1922; 
and "Strange Interlude," 


1928. 


Nathan Comment* 


Onf receiving news of O'Neill's 


death, George Jean Nathan, influ- 
ential newspaper and magazine 
drama critic, said in New York 
the American theater had lost its 
greatest playwright and "I have 
lost one of my longest and dearest 
friends."

Get Set to 
Counter Red 
Stall Tactics 
Believe Soviet 
Moves Designed 
To Disrupt Unity 


. WASHINGTON UP) — The 


United States probably will 
ask Britain and France, when 
representatives of the three 
meet at Bermuda, to get set 
to counter any Russian'plan 
for stalling the European 
army project through a four- 
power meeting. 


Since the Soviets Thursday night 


sprang their surprise acceptance 
of a four-power meeting without 
the hampering conditions that they 
had Insisted on earlier, the State 
department has been considering 
what reply the Western Big Three 
might make. 


Take Dim View 


Although the United States pub- 


licly has taken a much dimmer 
view of the outlook for .success of 
a Big Four meeting than have its 
allies, "It seemed almost^ certain 
that the session o£ .foreign min- 
iste'rs will be held, if the Soviets 
mean what they now say. 


But informed observers said that 


when President Eisenhower, Prime 
Minister Churchill and 
Premier 


Lanlel meet with their foreign min- 
isters in Bermuda next Friday, the 
United States' spokesmen will call 
for tight arrangements to be made 
against Soviet disruptive tactics. 


To date the reactions of the 


three Western nations have ap- 
peared more diverse .than coordi- 
nated. A British foreign 
office 


spokesman said Friday that Brit- 
ain "welcomes the acceptance of 
the 
proposal 
for a 
four-power 


meeting which the Western Powers 
have renewed several times." 


French Premier Joseph Lanicl 


was quoted as saying that the So- 
viet note could mean the beginning 
of a new climate in international 
relations. 


United States reaction, .as ex- 


pressed in a statement by the State 
department, differed m a r k e d l y 
from that :pf Britain and France. 
The U. S. comment accused tha 
Russians of maneuvering to stall 
West German ' rearmament, said 
the note showed no evidence of 
change in Kremlin policies and 
branded it as a defensive effort 
to "gloss over the uncompromising 
nature of Soviet policy" in earlier 
dealings with the West. 


By American analysis, the Soviet 


maneuver is aimed at persuading 
the world that Moscow is more 
friendly than it has recently seem- 
ed. Theyisay Russia hopes in this 
manner to stall French progress 
on ratification of the European 
Defense Community treaty, which 
in turn would block the rearma- 
ment of West Germany. 


Some American diplomats also 


saw evidence in Moscow's not* 
that the Soviets in their campaign 
against creation of the European 
army might revive long-standing 
offers of non-aggression pacts with 
Weitern nation*.

We Should Attempt to Understand 


the Epileptics 


The convulsions associated with epilepsy attacks are 


possibly the principal reason why the public fails to under- 
stand £he pereon afflicted with this disease. This is an un. 
fortunate Attitude, the educational committee of the Illinois 
State Medical Society observes, because understanding; mil 
help the epileptic person to be accepted by society, rather 
than be treated as an outcast.

Epilepsy means seizure. It is associated with a disturb- 


ance Tthe rhythm of the brain cells. It has not been deft, 
nitelv proved to be hereditary, but some persons seem to in- 
nitely proved 
herit a tendency to it. 
The cause of epilepsy is not known. 
Injuries to the 
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brain from a fall or blow on the head are apparently a fac- 
to? So are diseases like meningitis, tumor of the brain or 
hardening of brain arteries. 


Until 1938 very little could be done for the afflicted per- 


son except minimize the seizures with sedative drugs. At 
that time, however, it was shown that a certain group of 
drugs offer hope of relief to the epileptic, by lessening the 
intensity of attacks and making them less frequent. The 
ketogenic diet which produces acidity is also used in treat- 
ment. 
m . . 


There are three kinds of seizures. In grand mal the 


patient loses consciousness and falls, becomes rigid and has 
spasmodic jerkings of the limbs. Petit mal occurs only 
rarely in adults. In petit mal, the patient loses conscious- 
ness for from five to fifteen seconds, but does not fall and 
does not have convulsive movements. Epileptic equivalents, 
so-called psychic equivalent or psychomotor attacks, the 
third type, are relatively rare. They consist of a loss of con- 
sciousness or cloudiness for varying periods, in which the 
person, though rigid, may walk about and act as though 
conscious.

Epilepsy does not necessarily mean mental deficiency. 


It may appear in dull, average or even brilliant persons. Re- 
curring attacks may not develop for weeks, months or even 
years. Seizures may develop while the patient is idle or 
asleep. The epileptic should lead as normal a life as pos- 
sible, with restrictions on the type of employment. No epi- 
leptic should work at a height, around unprotected moving 
machinery, or where he might incur a burn, or where the 
lives of others would be in danger in case of a seizure, as in 
the driving of an automobile. 
•

But the epileptic should be encouraged, to take an active 


part in society and in gainful employment. When public un- 
derstanding is more -assured, greater strides can be made in 
the 'rehabilitation of the epileptic. 


In seeking employment, the epileptic should be frank 


with prospective employers. Conversely the employer should 
give him all opportunity. Prior to the war, there were more 
than 500,000 epileptics in the United States. During the war, 
the total was increased when 75,000 boys were discharged 
from the army for this cause. Many of these cases were 
service-connected.

Epileptics should be under the constant care of a phy- 


sician. With the advances in medicine in recent years, much 
has been accomplished in treatment. But it is society's re- 
sponsibility to give the epileptic a chance to lead a normal 
hie insofar as it is possible.

We've heard of one war for which no medals were 


given, no pensions allowed, no monuments erected. In 
fact, it was a war without battles or bloodshed. 


The incident is "Mammy Dixon's War," and here is a 


description of It. 


"In 1833 the quiet and tramjuilily into which 


Iho pioneers had nettled (nfUr the Black Hawk 
war) wa* partially disturbed by the rumor that 
thn Indian* wore dlHHiitisfied with the treaty they 
had made, and were resolved on another war. For 
the third lime the wttler* nt Buffalo Grove aban- 
doned their homes and went to Peoria. Leaving 
their famlUex there, the men returned to cultivate 
their crop*, and 'fight it out that mimmer.' But 
before harvest time oame, the women and chil- 
dren were sent for and again brought up to their 
home*. Tho rumor here referred to proved to be 
» false one, and oamo to bo known among the 
nettlers as 'Mammy Uixon'H War.' 
"A few Indians still remained In the country after 


the conclusion of the Black Hawk War hi 1832, and the 
alarm of 1833 was occasioned by Mrs. Dixon overhearing 
a conversation between some of the remaining Indians, 
in which they expressed their dissatisfaction with the 
treaty. She communicated this conversation to her neigh- 
bors. It spread rapidly, grew as it spread, as gossip al- 
ways does, until a panic ensued. No outbreak occurred 
however, and from that time forward the people of Buf- 
falo Grove and Bother parts of the Rock River country 
were left In undisturbed possession of their claims, so far 
as the Indians were concerned."

presenting problems to the homemaker. One of these problems Is oil 
stain. Such fabrics as nylon, orlon and dacron aeem rather resistant 
to giving up oily stain once it is absorbed into the fiber. An effective 
"cold treatment"." strange as It seems, has proved effective. This should 
be applied before the stained article is washed. 
. i. Examine the garment for grease spots. 


2. Work a strong concentrated solution of soap or 


synthetic detergent into the spot with a »ponge. 


3. Rinse in cold water. Make sure to manipulate 


the spotted area thoroughly or until the water is 
clear. After the grease Is removed, the article is 
ready for its regular washing.

of 47 Negro soldiers who supported 
a fellow-serviceman's r e f u s a l to 
vacate a city bus seat next to a 
white woman paid their way out of 
jail here today. 


The fines, levied by City Record 


cr John I. Rice for disorderly con 
duct, ranged from $22.50 to $122.50, 
with one exception. A Negro sec- 
ond lieutenant paid an additional 
$100 for interfering with a police 
officer.

NEW YORK—John W. Hanea, a New York business executive who 


was planted, so to speak, In the Treasury as a pro-American secret 
agent in the New Deal, has given me his impressions of some persons 
and affairs there. He left the Treasury in January, 1940. At that 
time and thereafter until the piecemeal public exposure of Harry Dex- 
ter White's political interests and activities, he never had the faintest 
suspicion that White was a Communist spy. And he never even met 
or heard of Harold Glasser, now of Great Neck, 
L. I., who has been accused of being a Communist 
•gent In the Treasury as advisor to Henry Morgen- 
thau, by both Elizabeth Bentley and Whittaker 
.Chambers. Glasser has invoked the Fifth amend* 
tnent. 


Mr. Hanes was strictly a tax man in the Treas- 


ury while Whit* was occupied with esoteric matters 
e< world finance. 


Soon after the war, Mr. Hanes went to Berlin 


tnd there, in the Tiergarten, he saw Russians with 
whole, open suitcases full of 100,000 mark notes, 
buying wristwatches from American officers and enlisted soldiers. 
Having an old $30 wristwatch on his person, Mr. Hanes decided to 
.get into the act and sold it for $400 in marks. He said he was offered 
"more but that he didn't want any more and 'took the $400 worth. 


T»Tien he came home, he wrote Fred Vinson, then Secretary of the 


Treasury, offering to refund $400 to the Treasury because these marks 
were being printed Vby the ton" by the Russians from American 
banknote plates and were redeemable only in dollars. The Russians 
refused to redeem them in rubles so the American taxpayers were 
picking up the tab for this enormous feat of counterfeiting. 
• Someone, in the treasury had 
taken the plates out of the Bureau 
of Printing and Engraving and 
•hipped them over to the Russians. 
Vinson was Harry Truman's own 
man in the Treasury, having" dis- 
placed Henry Morgentnau, but no 
explanation has been offered by 
Truman or any other official of his 
administration of the sleight of 
hand by which the Russians got 
the plates. The amount in marks 
and dollars that they kicked out at 
no more cost than the price of the 
paper and ink may never be 
known. , 


Mr. Hanes said Vinson replied 


that there was no way for the 
Treasury to accept his $400 except 
as a gift. So Hanes wrote a check 
to the Treasury and tossed the $400 
back to the taxpayers as a gift.

»st antagonist for my point of view 
lhat he had had to deal with in 
the treasury. I said there was no 
reason for any antagonism. We just 
had different ideas." 


Mr. Hanes wrote some articles 


on the book-plates and the counter- 
feiting. He says the -New York 
Times kissed them off but that 
later the coup developed Jnto "the 
damnedest steal of the age." The- 
mark had a value of four or six 
cents then. Mr. Hanes is not quite 
srure of the value but he has a 
whole barrel of records (not record 
Ings) in storage which he collected 


from day to day for his own pro- 
tection. 


I asked whether he remembered 


Ed Foley and Oscar Cox, attorneys 
in the Treasury, who secretly drew 
up the lend-lease program in the 
form of a congressional bill be- 
tween a Friday night and a Mon- 
day morning in an office in the 
Treasury building. Yes, he remem- 
bered them but only as New Deal- 
ers, perhaps socialistic in there ex> 
treme, but not Communists'or synv 
pathizers with the treason. 


Long after the war when Foley 


and Cox were positively identified 
as the secret authors of lend-lease, 
reference to the record of a sena- 
torial "committee under 
Hiram 


Johnson, of California, showed that 
these two and Morgenthau stood 
silent when they knew the Senate 
was trying to find out who actually 
wrote lend-lease so that Congress 
could learn the "legislative intent." 
Morgenthau actually testified and 
doggedly evaded the question. The 
committee never did learn the 
truth. 


This deal, under Averell Harrl- 


man, Ed Stettinius and Harry Hop- 
kins, cost the American taxpayers 
many billions of dollars, much of 
it for expensive machinery such as 
railroad diesels and other rolling 
stock, factories and miles of heavy 
copper cable, all for Russia's post- 
war industrial strength which Js 
now being used to build up her 
might for war against the United 
States. Comparatively, the counter 
felting job probably was trivial.
